A few weeks ago I had the pleasure to meet Tongue Point students who are learning English as a second 
language. Entering Sharon Cumming’s classroom I found seven young energetic students with pensive faces, 
waiting politely for me to ask them a few questions. Sharon introduced me to the class and they each took turns 
identifying themselves and telling me what country they were from. Russia, Moldavia and Mexico were the most 
common countries represented in this cross-section of students. All though they were nervous I could tell by 
their ready smiles they were eager to have an opportunity to share a few words with me and the rest of the student 
body through the Bandit. 

I learned that all seven have been in the United States less than three years. I found it amazing that these 
young students are completely focused on their endeavors to reach their goals and clearly know what those goals 
are. The representation of diverse areas is apparent in their respective choices and ranged from Dental assisting, 
office procedures to electricians and vocational trades such as maintenance. 


I remember wishing there would be time enough to interview all the group present, 
but alas, I had to narrow the choices down to only two. 

Saba, a beautiful young Ethiopian and extremely shy, answered my first question 
of what brought her to this area. She said she came from Seattle where she had been 
living with her Dad. She came here to receive an education and improve her language 
and computer skills. When asking if there was any culture shock for her when she came 
to the United States she said “little differences” nothing large just “little differences”. 
When I asked Saba what she missed most about the old country she said “her mom”. She 
missed going to church with her mom most of all. 

Saba talked about the old people of her native coun- 
try. She told how before Easter a lot of the old people

would get together and play the 
Easter. “It is how to express 
Saba likes being here and feels good about fitting in to her surroundings. 

Andre has come here from Moldavia via Tacoma Washington. He is here to achieve better language skills 
in English and to receive an education. When I asked him what he missed the most from his country he replied “ 
I miss my friends the most.” He also said that for him new friends took a while to form because of the language 
barrier. The language barrier is tough on friendships. As far as music goes he is no different then you or I. He en- 
joys techno the most as that is what is the most popular among his age group in Moldovia. He loves to cook with 
potatoes and rice and has a wonderful recipe for borscht. He says “America feels good.” I asked him whether or 
not he would do it all over again (the struggle coming here) and he said he would. He also said he would like to 
go back to Tacoma because he feels there is more jobs available there. 

When I asked about girlfriends or a sweetheart he became a little embarrassed and very thoughtful. He let me 
know that he had a lot of work ahead of him first before a sweetheart could be a reality. I asked him what type of 
work would be that defining to not allow for a sweetheart? In his response he let me know that out of respect for 
women in his culture a man does not marry until he has a good job first.

to start a bakery of his own. He had to start over at forty-five years of age because he was aller- 
gic to the flour; so he started a frozen foods plant. The first plant was small, today there are 
fourteen acres under several roofs packaging vegetables. Almost half of the frozen vegetables 
in the markets today are from that plant. It wasn’t his accomplishments that he was proudest of 
even though he had met with three presidents and had a private audience with the Pope in 
Rome, but of his American citizenship 

So, when college seems to be getting too hard, look about you. Opportunity is there 


for you to be anything you want to be. Take it and run with it; nothing can stop you.

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The Changing Face of Clatsop Community College 


Our college must place high value on services that encourage student success which includes gaia lead- 
ership that is willing to face and accept changes. Our college must have a vision to know that in order tor 
the college to stay healthy it needs to move in new directions. Presently we have both Lives in Transition 
and the Plus Program that do enhance a students success but by their very nature they are structured for a 
small portion of the student body. 48 : 

Our college needs to ensure the future by having the students in the forefront and the administration be- 
hind the scenes. Our college must stop looking into the past to see how the future must be implemented but 
rather needs to turn to innovation and creativity and new thought processes to accommodate the changing 
structure of our community of students. To resist change is to die. Trying to hold on to ideas and policies 
just because they worked in the past is archaic and worse is undermining the abilities and the rightful power 
of the student body. 

Established procedures must not be at the cost of change that can bring much needed improvement. Clat- 
sop Community College has a chance this year with the coming of the new president to instigate on the side 
of innovation changes that can bring the community and college together in ways that have been lacking for 
a long time. 

Clatsop is a two year college. I am saddened with the words I so often hear on this campus that because 
of the transitional nature of a two year student body efforts for serious consideration must be curtailed to fit 
within narrow guidelines. Because this is a two year campus I feel not only the need is greater but the re- 
sponsibility is too. By the very nature of a two year campus we have a tremendous opportunity to make a 
greater impact in our community and campus through assertive ability to respond and change quickly. 
Community colleges can change faster than many four year institutions. Clatsop needs to step up to the 21st 
century. 

Dr. Laurence Johnson, director of the League for Innovation in the Community College, sums it up this 
way : 


“Established procedures are necessary to make operations run smoothly, but they can also be effective 
inhibitors to change when they become too rigid or ends unto themselves. A colleague used to say that col- 
leges that cling to the comfort of familiarity-doing things because “we've always done them this way’’-are 
poised on the brink of the 1970s. While it is understandable to seek familiarity in these changing times, this 
path leads to sure failure. To succeed in the 21st century, community colleges must be willing to see things 
as they have never before appeared. Their vision-or lack of it-will determine the degree of their success.”
